(AP).—At the entrance to narrow 
waters between Guadalcanal and 
Florida Islands in the Solomons, 
American and: Japanese warships 
fought their first large-scale sur- 
face engagement of the war early 
today, a 40-minute night battle of 
torpedoes and shells. 

Thrée American cruisers and one 
Australian cruiser were sunk and 
one American cruiser and two 
American destroyers were dam- 
aged. It is not yet known how 
many enemy ships were sunk or 


The Japanese were attempting to 
attack transports from which 
United States Marines had been 
landing on Tulagi and Guadalcanal 
since the early morning of Aug. 7 


but they never succeeded in pene- 


trating to the inner harbor. 
Officer’s Report. 


Lieut. R. M. Bruning of San 
Leandro, Cal., witnessed the battle 
from the bridge of a United States 


ship. Bruning’s story follows: 


“On the afternoon of the 8th 
“we received word that one Japa- 
nese cruiser and two destroyers 
were north of us heading in our 
direction. Our ships were disposed

“T turned in at about 8:30 p. m. 
on a cot and was awakened by the 
general alarm gong, a loud, star- 
tling clang. I looked at the clock, 
saw it was 1:45 a. m., and thought 
it was awful damm early to get up.

Canberra Set Afire. 


“We were headed northwest to- 
ward Savo Island while flares were 


behind us toward Tulagi harbor. 
The cruiser Canberra was about 
250 yards ahead of us off our star- 
board beam. Large flames were 
shooting up from its middle stack. 
The clouds of the previous two 
days had cleared and with stars 
shining we could see Savo Island 
as soon as flares died down after 
about three minutes. 

“Over to the northward of Savo 
Island where our three cruisers 
had been there was terrific firing. 
Two ships were shooting at each 
other apparently at point-blank 
range. Long solid tongues of flame 
shot out from each ship and be- 
yond them were the streaks of 
tracer bullets. Each ship was hit- 
ting the other. I could tell the 
ships were close together by. the 
flat trajectory of the firing. 

“A searchlight came on briefly 
and then went off. It was from 
the destroyer which was out in 
front of us off Savo Island, The 
destroyer started firing at some 
ship and: the ship fired back.

“We fired for about five min- 
utes, then ceased, since it ap- 
peared that our shells were en- 
dangering our own ships. We 
headed in toward Tulagi harbor. 

“Behind us the Canberra was 
still burning. As we turned away 
there was a tremendous explosion 
over northward of Savo which I 
learned later was the Vincennes, 
which blew up. 

“I checked up on what was hap- 
pening and learned that the of- 
ficer on watch had seen flares and 
then a torpedo’s wake. We turned 
right and avoided torpedoes, then 
left to avoid more. 

“Meanwhile, the firing was grad- 


out after about 40 minutes. The 
sky now was overcast and thunder 
and lightning started. 

“Two hours liater, about day- 
light, we went back to investigate 
firing and an explosion which had 
been observed south and west of 
Savo Island, apparently one of our

We 
picked up one lonesome Australian 
sailor with a heavy red beard, He 
had been blown from the Canberra

NEW DELHI, Oct. 28 (AP), —

Speaking of both enemy attacks 
and American raids as far away 
as that upon the Linsi mine north 
of Tientsin recently, the Army com- 
munique said “The lull in wide- 
range aerial warfare may be said 
to have ended with the monsoon.”

Reports of ward chairmen ac- 
counted for collection yesterday 
of about 25 tons, making a total 
of 642 tons in city and county for 
the first two days of the campaign. 
A number of the ward scrap de- 
positories still had no scrap; re- 
ports were not available for many 
wards in the city and districts in 
the county. 

However, a goal of 9360 tons of 
miscellaneous scrap was close to 
achievement, thanks to the energy 
and persistence of 150,000 school 
children in city and county, and 
to the superb organization set up 
by school superintendents and prin- 
cipals. 

In.the category of miscellaneous 
scrap the record stood today at 
9040. tons, or 96.5 per cent of the 
quota. The schools accounted for 
8398 tons of this. Comparable re- 
sults from the business men’s drive, 
intended to bring the hidden scrap 
out of business establishments and 
institutions, could put the com- 
munity far above its quota of this 


Industrial Deliveries. — 
Heavy scrap deliveries from in- 
dustrial and other sources report- 
ed yesterday by the War Produc- 
tion Board. amounted to 1083 tons, 
making a total of 24,225 tons from 
these sources since the start of 
the current campaign.

Another Japanese destroyer was 
the target of a pack of Grumman 
Wildcats from the Guadalcana) 
field after it sank the United 
States fleet tug Seminole and a 
small harbor patrol boat near the 
island of Tulagi, about 13 miles 
north of the airdrome, 

The Wildcats, appearing after 
shore batteries had sent three 
shells against the destroyer, 
strafed and “further d ed” it, 
the Navy said. 

Thése penetrations by enemy 
Japanese apparently had fairly se- 
cure control of the sealanes in and 
around the Solomons. 

Later the same day—Sunday— 
the communique continued, an 
American Flying Fortress, sent 
on a searching mission, was at- 
tacked by six Japanese Zero fight- 
ers. One Zero was shot down, The 
Fortress returned safely. 

Monday morning bombers and 
fighters from Guadalcanal at- 
tacked an enemy sea force which 
had been attacked twice the day 
before and scored a direct hit on a 
cruiser. 

During Monday night, Navy Con- 
solidated Catalinas renewed an at- 
tack on an enemy force 400 miles 
northeast of Guadaleanal, putting 
a torpedo into an enemy plane 
carrier and scaring two bomb hits 
on a cruiser before heavy anti-air- 
craft fire drove them off. 
Catalina was damaged.

cials estimated that a person 
would would have to make more 
than $67,000 a year to be affected 
by the $25,000 limitation. 

Salaries of less than $67,000 
would be ‘affected, however, these 
officials explained, if the recipient 
had income other than salary 
which could be used for such de- 
ductions as “customary charitable 
contributions.” 

Before reaching the $25,000 maxi- 
mum, deductions are permitted for 
Federal income taxes, “customary” 
charitable contributions, payments 
on life insurance policies and oth- 
er fixed obligations in effect on 
Oct. 3, 1942, and for past income 
taxes due. But there are restric- 
tions on. the deductions. 

The qualified freezing of salaries 
of $5000 or less became effective 
yesterday and that of salaries of 
more than $5000 ig retroactive to 
Oct. 3. 

Increases may be granted auto- 
matically in these classifications in 
cases of individual promotions or 
reclassifications; individual merit 
increases within established salary 
rate ranges; operation of an estab- 
lished system of salary increases 
based on service; increased produc- 
tivity under an ‘ificentive plan, and 
in the operation of a trainee sys- 
tem. 

Even increases in these groups 
are forbidden if they cause “any 
substantial increase of the level of 
costs or shall furnish the basis 
either to increase price ceilings of 
the commodity or service involved 
or to resist otherwise justifiable 
reductions in such price cejlings.” 

Control of all wages and salaries 
not in excess of $5000 was given 
to the War Labor Board in the 
case of employes represented by a 
labor organization or those not em- 
ployed in an executive, administra- 
tive or professional capacity, The 
Treasury Department assumed 
jurisdiction over all other salaries. 

The regulations covering salaries 
up to $5000 do not apply to em- 
ployers of eight persons or. less. 
Similarly, the $25,000 limitation 
does not limit fees of doctors and 
lawyers unless they are retained 
by a corporation on a regular sal- 
ary basis.

Tare | 
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Says It Might Lose Im- 
partial, Unbiased Qual-| 
ity if Not Allowed to} 
Choose Its Members. | 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP). — 
Associated Press, charged 
i}withs monopoly by the United 
‘States Government, answered the 
anti trust suit against it with a 
denial of the charges yesterday, 
and said that if deprived of its 
right to choose its members, the 
assurance of an impartial and un- 
biased news report would no longer 
exist. 


“If the news. gathered through 
the co-operative facilities of A.P. 


ti and its members,” the answer 


“were required to be made avail- 
able to everyone, whether a mem- 
ber or not, the incentive of each 
member to contribute his time, ef- 
fort and money to the upbuilding 
of an organization for the mutual. 
benefit of himself and of others 
making a like contribution would 
disappear.” 

“Were A.P. obliged to admit to | 
membership every newspaper 
which was prepared to pay its pro’ 
rata share of the cost of gathering 
and distributing the news,” the 
non-profit association asserted, 
“AP. would not only become a 
commercial news agency, but in 
view of the good will tee 
to its name over a long period of | 
years, it might well become the | 
only news agency furnishing com | 
plete news coverage. The pres 
ently unfounded charge of mo- 
nopoly in the collection and dis- 
tribution of news might then be 
substantiated in fact.” 


7000-Word Reply. 


The answer of approximately 
7000 words was filed in United 
States District Court for the 
Southern district of New York 
and comprised a general denial of 
the Government’s complaint of 
14,000 words, in a civil action filed 
here Aug. 28, 

“It is the fundamental law of 
the land,” the answer continued, 
“that no statute shall be construed 
as to abridge the freedom of the 
press. A free press requires that 
newspapers shall be free to col- 
lect and distribute the news and 
that they shall be free to choose 
their associates in so doing. 

“This right is now challenged 
by the means of a novel interpre- 
tation of the antitrust statutes, 
which ig designed to foster a par- 
ticular newspaper, to wit, the Chi- 
cago Sun. 

“A corollary of the assertion by 


foster one newspaper ig the asser- 
tion by the Government of the 
right to destroy another news- 
paper. 

“A corollary of the assertion by 


the Government of the right to 
determine who may be associates 
in collecting and distributing news 
is the assertion by the Government 
of the right to determine what 
news shall be collected and dis- 
tributed and under what condi- 
tions. 

“The Congress has never assert- 
ed any right or power to regulate 
newspapers or news agencies in 
the collection and distribution of 
news.” 

A. P. Discipline. 

The answer said further: 

“The impartial and unbiased 
character of the news furnished 
to A. P. by its members and to 
the members by A. P. is assured 
by the fact that the membership 
represents a cross section of opin- 
ion on all issues of general in- 
terest, and by the fact that the 
membership has the power not 
only to control their co-operative 
enterprise but also to invoke dis- 
ciplinary action against any mem- 
ber who departs from the standard 
of integrity in the: reporting —* 
publishing of A, P. news.” 

The A. P. answer also — 
upon the membership application 
of Marshall Field’s Chicago Sun, 
which was rejected at the last

PALM SPRINGS,’ Cal. Oct. 2 
(AP).—A Coroner’s jury found yee 
terday that 12 persons aboard an| 
American airliner met death in a 
crash near here last Friday which 
followed the plane’s collision with 


an Army’ bomber piloted by Sec 
ond Lieut. William N. Wilson, with 
Staff Sergt. Robert R. Leicht as 
co-pilot. 

Coroner Ben White said no 
charges would be filed by River- 
side County, “and if any are filed, 
the Army will file them.” 

The War Department announced 
in Washington earlier in the day 
that the pilot of the Army plane 
involved in the collision had been 
placed under arrest pending com- 
pletion of an investigation. 

Wilson testified he did not see 
the transport plane immediately 
before it went out of control. 

“T had seen the liner in the air 
before, but not for some time,” he 
said. “I had no idea it was so 
close—no idea I was going to con- 
tact it. 

“Afterward I could see certain 
damage to my ship, and I also 
knew it was damaged by its mo- 
tion.- I did not see what part of 
the airliner was contacted, but I 
realized contact had been made. 

“After the contact I flew in the 
area of the (Palm Springs) air- 
port for some time, trying to deter- 
mine if my ship was manageable. 
My co-pilot informed me the other 
ship was going down. 

“T then called the Long Beach 
tower, telling them the other ship 
was going down. I started looking 
for it.” 

Wilson is attached to the Air 
Transport Command, Long Beach 
Army Air Field. 

Staff Sergt. Leicht, the co-pilot, | 
testified that from the bomb- 
er, then making a wide circle to 
the left, he saw the airliner ap- 
proaching from the left. 

“When we saw it, we went to the 
right, and passed it, crossing in 
a southerly direction in front of 
the airliner,” said Leicht. 

“The pilot (Wilson) then asked 
me where it (the airliner) was, 
and I said I couldn't see it. Two 
minutes elapsed between the time 
I saw it last, and the crash. In 
the meantime, we made a turn to 
look for it (the airliner).”

It also instructed Government 


workers in these types of farm 


ployers to do likewise. 
‘ Local draft boards were request- 
ed to grant occupational defer- 
ment to necessary men on essential 
farms as long as they performed 
their duties and the Army and 
Navy were asked not to recruit 
such workers or accept them for 
voluntary enlistment. 

Wage Stabilization, 
The Agriculture Department was 
called on to. stabilize wages on 
dairy, livestock and poultry farms 
in order to assure farmers an ade- 
quate labor supply, and to act to 
contro] the sale of dairy cows for 
slaughter as a check on a threat- 
ened reduction of dairy produc- 
tion. 
‘The commission said the pro- 
gram for increasing livestock and 
poultry production included plans 
for training unskilled workers, 
buying or renting more productive 
farms, and job placement service 
for skilled farm operators and la- 
borers along with aid in transport- 
ing them to farms where they are 
needed most. 
The commission explained that 
wartime requirements for dairy, 
livestock and poultry production 
were increasing but in some areas 
production was below the level of 
last year. 

The program covers “all men 
who work on a year-round basis 
as essential farm-owner-operators, 
tenants, hired workers, or unpaid 
family workers who devote sub- 
stantially all of their time to 
dairy, livestock or. poultry produc- 
tion.” 

No Automatic Deferment. 

Draft boards are not to defer 
automatically all workers, even 
those on essential farms, but to 
“consider whether their leaving 
would materially impair produc- 
iton on the farm.” 

This will not affect changes by 
individuals from one dairy, live- 
stock or poultry farm to another. 

The commission provided this 
definition of an essential farm: 

“One which has at least 12 dairy 
cows, milking or dry, with a mini- 
mum annual production of 45,000 
pounds of milk or the equivalent 
‘in livestock or >oultry, or ‘a com- 
bination of animal units which 
meets this standard.” 

Farms that now have at least 
eight dairy cows with a minimum 
annual production of 30,000 pounds 
of milk can qualify as essential 
farms if the operators take steps 
to increase dairy, livestock or 
poultry numbers, 

The agriculture department is 
setting up standards for compar- 
ing the labor requirements of oth- 
er farm animals in relation to

‘Lived Well in France.’ 

The next questioned was Subal- 
tern Kurt Decker of a village in 
Saxony. He was 28 years old and 
as a youngster was a Socialist op- 
posed to the Nazis. He was a tall, 
blue-eyed German, but had a hag- 
gard face with sunken cheeks. He 
was the only German prisoner with 
whom I talked who gave an honest 
answer to every question and also 
the only one who seemed con- 
scious of the miserable self-portrait 
he was painting. 

In the year 1932, before Hitler 
took over in Germany, Decker was 
jobless. He went to France and 
found work. He entered Paris with 
the first German troops in June 
14, 1940. With his division, the 
Eighty-seventh, Decker remained 
in France with the German occu- 
pational troops for more than six 
months. He admitted that the Ger- 
mans “bought” all the shoes in 
Paris with worthless paper marks. 
“T lived well in France,” Decker 
said. “We had good break.” 

Q. The French gave you work 
when you had no work in Ger- 
many, so you thanked them by in- 
vading their country and eating 
their food? 

A. We had to go, but I didn’t 
have anything against the French. 

Q. Were the French and their 
Government peaceful? A. Yes. 

Q. And the German system 
means war—didn’t Hitler say s0? 
A. Yes, but what could we do 
against it? 

Q. You and your friends drank 
plenty of cognac, wine and cham- 
ein France? A. Yes, but we 
paid with money. 

Q. You paid with paper marks, 
didn’t you? A. Yes, but we could 
not pay with French money. 

Q. You knew that what you gave 
was not money to the French. 
What do you call that in German? 
A. Unrecht (wrong).

‘We Are Responsible.’ 

Q. For three years you Germans 
have done nothing but destroy all 
over Europe.

“One. seldom ‘thinks of what it 

means.”

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Fighter Planes From 
the Wasp. |

For centuries fighting 
men have lived and died by this 
adage. It was no exception on Aug. 
7 when United States Naval air 
forces were given the task of 

and bombing Japanese- 
held positions in the lower Solo- 
mon Islands preparatory to seizure 
and occupation by the Marines. 

At 6 o’clock on that morning the 
Nips were  well-entrenched on 

Guadalcanal, Tulagi, Florida, Ma- 
jkambo, Tanambogo, Gavutu and 
surrounding islands.

Nightshirts, and 
less, were much in evidence as the 
attack was carried out and the 


Japs sought refuge in the caves 


and surrounding woods. By sunset 
the Marines had the situation “well 
in hand.” : 

It is a thrilling story; one which 
has not yet been completely told. 
One of the Chapters certainly has 
as its hero the man who led the 
first of the flights which was to 
give the Allies air superiority with- 
in 30 minutes after the offensive 
was launched. This was the first 
attack which ended in our occ upa- 
tion’ of enemy-held territory in 
World War II. 


Hair Still Red. 

“He was a bright, mischievous, 
red-haired lad when he was a Boy 
Scout in my Webster Groves Troop 
1 about 20 years ago,”. said Lieut. 
M. F. Williams, chaplain of the 
aircraft carrier Wasp, in describing 
this squadron commander. 
Today that red hair hasn’t faded 
and Lieut. Com. Courtney Shands 
of Kirkwood, Mo., is thought of 
as a pretty good strategist’ when it 
comes to dealing with the enemy. 
That was proven Aug. 7 and 8 
when short order was made of the 
Jap air strength in the lower Solo- 
mons by Fighting Squadron 71. It 
was emphasized later when, after 
the loss of the Wasp, admirals of 
the Pacific ordered the Lieutenant 
Commander to remain in the 
islands and carry on his good work. 

Officers aboard the Wasp had 

known for about three weeks prior 
that their task was centered around 
Guadalcanal and Tulagi. For days 
they studied maps of every little 
island and bay. They learned 
where the natives were friendly 
and where they smacked their lips 
at the thought of a fellow man in 
the kettle; they even learned from 
what directions the winds would 
be blowing on that fateful day. 
When Com. Wallace M. Beakley, 
commander of the Wasp Air Group, 
announced that Courtney Shands’ 
fighters would lead off on that first 
flight, everyone was pleased. Pi- 
lots and ship's officers alike had 
hearty respect for this youthful 
appearing @ommanding officer. 
He would clear the way if anyone 
could, Now that the general plans 
were made, the detail work com- 
menced, 
It is a difficult job to plan at- 
tacks involving several thousand 
landing troops coming in at less 
than 10 knots, with planes that 
dive and zoom at close to 300. But 
it had to be done. 


Everything Ready. 

On the day of the sixth every- 
thing was in readiness. The car- 
rier Wasp swung wide of the tar- 
get islands, keeping well out of 
range of enemy patrol planes un- 
til almost dark.

The heavily-laden 
troop ships went in close to shore, 
in fact, to within a few miles. The 
carrier cruised slowly back and 
forth on the side of the island 
opposite its targets throughout the 
night..

about 10 or 11 o’clock. But, they 
took their orders and wished their 
pals the best of luck.

It seemed as though everyone 
was on the flight deck to watch 
the first flight of fighter planes 
take off. If anyone ever had, these 
boys were carrying our torch. 

Motors popped, sputtered and 
roared as faithful mechs stood 
proudly by. The night was very 
much with us and it was too dark 
to see across the deck. Blackness 
was broken only by flashes from 
the exhaust pipes. This was the 
zero hour. 

On a signal from the pilots that 
their motors were sufficiently

to launch planes. 

Planes Take Off. 

No sooner had the command 
been given than the starter’s up- 
lifted right hand began to spin in 
a fast circle.

Fast- 
er and faster spun the hand, in 
which was clutched a small blue 
flashlight. The first plane’s motor 
likewise speeded up. Finally the 
hand dropped and the dim, roar- 
ing bulk moved slowly by, gather- 
ing speed as it neared the forward 
end of the ship and finally soaring 
off, turning to the right and -fad- 
ing from sight.

HE Archbishop of Canterbory, Dr. William. Temple, tells. me he 

believes British-American friendship is one of the first needs in 

rebuilding the postwar world and he is concerned over a report 
he has received that the United States may draw away Zyoma this 
country because of Britain’s trend to the “left.” — 


When the Archbishop speaks of 
the “left’ he is not using the ex- 
pression in the political sense but 
in its broad socialistic meaning. 
He has in: mind England’s social 
upheaval which is heading toward 
equal opportunity for all with spe- 
cial privileges for none. 

He asked if there were danger 
of amity and co-operation between 
the two countries being harmed by 
this tendency. 

I assured him that my observa- 
tion led me to believe that the 
United States was surging forward 
with the times and that we would 
keep step with England in any hu- 
manitarian developments. 

The Archbishop has a very spe- 
cial interest in this “leftist” move- 
ment in Britain because he himself 
has a vital part in it. In Dr. Tem- 
ple we have a curious break in 
generations of conservatism which 
have occupied the primate’s throne. 

The Archbishop received me in 
his official London home, ancient 
Lambeth Palace, against . which 
snuggled the Church of St. Mary, 
the written history of which runs 
back 900 years and there loses 
trail. Both palace and church 
have suffered heavily from Hitler’s 
hate but they still serve those who 
seek guidance. 

The Archbishop installed me in a 
big tapestry covered armchair in 
his old-world study, settled himself 
comfortably in another antique and 
smilingly invited me to shoot. 

I raised the query of whether 
we are fighting for Christianity. 

Dr. Temple approached the sub- 


ject with the remarke that “Nazism 
is opposed to Christianity.” 

“It is an anti-Christian thing we 
are fighting,” he said. “Nazism 
puts no limits to the state; that 
is to say, it makes it absolute. 
Christianity must resist that and 
insist that the state owes alle- 
giance to God. 

“Our civilization has many Chris- 
tian features, The beliefs of civil- 
ized are akin to. Christi- 
anity though the ideas may have 
come from other religions. So we 
are fighting against an anti-Chris- 
tian thing and for something 
which is in harmony with. Christi- 
anity. : 

“However, we. are ‘not ‘fighting 
for the Christian .faith ‘itself. Mos- 
lems, Hindus, Jews and followers 
of other religions are battling be- 
side the Christians for civiliza- 
tion. 

“To say, for instance, that we 
are fighting for the doctrines of 
the Incarnation and the Atonement 
would be nonsense.” 

The doctor’s kindly, round face 
broke into a broad grin—and then, 
as was inevitable, he threw back 
his head and laughed, 

“In this ultimate sense of Chris- 
tian faith it would.be wrong to 
fight for it,” Dr. Temple continued, 

“You can’t extend it by fighting. 
Missionaries must not fight. 

“However, in this war, we are 
resisting an anti-Christian thing. 
We are keeping open the way of 
life that agrees with Christianity.

In September, 1941, shortly after the Atlantic 
Charter was signed, the Prime Minister told the 
House of Commons that it did not “qualify in any 
way” the various statements of policy about India, 
Burma or any other parts of the British Empire. 
Mr. Churchill said it was his understanding that the 
Atlantic Charter applied ‘primarily to countries un- 
der Nazi domination. This excludes not only India, 
but Burma, Malaya, the Dutch East Indies, much of 
China and, in fact, all the countries of the Pacific. 
There was considerable murmuring about this 
statement at the time and, as Mr. Willkie found on 
his trip to Chungking, there is more than a murmur 
now. However reassuring it may be for the Presi- 
dent to state explicitly that the Atlantic Charter is 
of universal application, he speaks only for himself 
and not for Mr. Churchill.

If the 
idea gains currency in the Orient that the United 
States and Britain are interested in Anglo-American 
supremacy, we are playing directly into the hands of 
the Japanese propagandists.

To refresh the memory of our readers with the text 
of the Atlantic Charter, we reprint it herewith: 

First. Their countries seek no aggrandizement, 
territorial or other; 

Second. They desire to seek no territorial 
changes that do not accord with the freely ex- 
pressed wishes of the peoples concerned; 

Third. They respect the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government under which they 

- will live; and they wish to see sovereign rights 
and self-government restored to those who have 
been forcibly deprived of them; 

Fourth. They will endeavor, with due respect 
for their existing obligations, to further the en- 
joyment by all states, great or small, victor or 
vanquished, of access, on equal terms, to the 
trade and to the raw materials of the world 
which are needed for their economic prosperity; 

Fifth. They desire to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations in the economic 
field with the object of securing, for all, im- 
proved labor standards, economic advancement 
and social security; 

Sicth. After the final destruction of the Nazi 
tyranny, they hope to see established a peace 
which will afford to all nations the means of 
dwefling in safety within their own boundaries, 
and which will afford assurance that all the men 
in all the lands may live out their lives in free- 
dom from fear and want; 

Seventh. Such a peace should enable all men 
to traverse the high seas and oceans without 
hindrance; 

Eighth. They believe that all of the nations of 
the world, for realistic as well as spiritual 
reasons, must come to the abandonment of the 
use of force. Since no future peace can be 
maintained if land, sea or air armaments con- 
tinue to be employed by nations which threaten, 
or may threaten, aggression outside of their 
frontiers, they believe, pending the establish- 
ment of a wider and permanent system of general 
-security, that the disarmament of such nations is 
essential. They will likewise aid and encourage 
all other practicable measures which will lighten 
for peace-loving peoples the crushing burden of 
armaments. 

It can be seen that, while it was written before 
the United States and Britain were at war with 
Japan, the declaration is couched in sweeping terms 
to include “all the nations of the world.” 

But, as long as Mr. Churchill’s interpretation 
stands, the Orient must regard the Charter, to use 
Mr. Willkie’s figure, as a leaking reservoir. It is a 
document they will not embrace as their own. 

We have been hearing of late a great deal about 
lack of unity of command on military and naval 
fronts. But here is a matter of divided command on 
the broad and equally vital front of statesmanship. 

Whose interpretation of the Atlantic Charter can 
be accepted—Mr. Roosevelt's or Mr. Churchill’s? This 
is a question that should be answered forthwith for

This reader’s question indicates the complexity of 
the situation which put Amendment No. 1 on the 
ballot and makes its adoption ‘essential for the wel- 
fare of certain public schools in St. Louig County, 
including all the high schools. 

The State Constitution limits the general school 
tax to $1 on the $100 assessed valuation. This 
proved inadequate in the populous districts, so some 
of them years ago began using part of the building 
fund, raised by a tax voted by the people, for gen- 
eral school purposes. The Supreme Court has ruled 
out this method, so the Constitution must be 
amended before the citizens can vote the taxes 
their schools require. 

Amendment No, 1 does not. increase taxes. Its 
adoption would merely authorize citizens of the 
districts affected to reaffirm, by a two-thirds vote, 
the levies they had previously, placed on their prop- 
erty. They could, if they wished, increase their 
own taxes, but adoption of Amendment No, 1 would 
‘not do so. It would require a two-thirds vote of 
approval in a school election,

ESS than two years ago, most of Mis- 

souri was indignant about the Legisla- 

ture. But what can we expect for a dollar 
a day? Or even for the $5 a day the legisla- 
tors get the first 70 days of the regular 
sessions? 

Missouri has notoriously weak Legisla- 
tures and Missouri asked for them. Taking 
the average pay over an average session, 
Missouri probably offers the least of any 
of the 48 states. And we get what we pay 
for. 

Better pay can’t automatically give us a 
good Legislature, but it can help. In fact, 
it is one necessary step, if we are to have 
any real, permanent improvement. Most 
good men simply won't make the sacrifice 
in time and money. 

Proposition 3 on the constitutional ballot 
would raise the pay of the legislators to 
$125 a month the year round. It is more 
than about half of the present legislators 
are worth; but it is considerably less than 
good legislators are worth. 

The State will have to offer the salary 
before it can get the men. A few outstand— 
ing men in the present Legislature are 
worth far more than $125 a month to the 


State. 


How the whole State screamed in 1941!

THE CAMEL’S NOSE,

OW again the camel is trying to get its 
nose under the tent. Old-time dry lead- 
ers, in and out of the Senate, are trying to 
tack onto the bill drafting 18- and 19-year-

. Our previous Noble Experiment proved 
that.

Instead of the 
saloonkeeper, who was more or less under 
the law, it gave us Al Capone and Joe, the 
neighborhood bootlegger. And it gave to all 
alcoholic beverages the alluring exotic flavor 
of forbidden fruit.

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MYSTERY OF THE MISSING “U.” 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

N article published in the Tribune 

called attention to the fact that the 
Qattara Depression, at the edge of which 
the British and Germans are fighting, pro- 
vides a curiosity in. English spelling. Here 
is a word in which “q” is not followed by 
“u.” A reader asks how come, 

The answer is to be found in the: diction- 
ary. It seems that the Semitic alphabets 
have two symbols for the “k” sound. Orig- 
inally, in all probability, the sounds rep- 
resented by the two letters were distinguish- 
able; it is supposed that one of them had 
a guttural quality and the other didn’t, 

At any rate, when the Eastern Greeks 
borrowed their alphabet from the Phoeni- 
cians, they took one of the “k's,” which 
became the Greek kappa, and found no use 
for the other one. The Western Greek al- 
phabet borrowed the “k” and that was bor- 
rowed by the Romans and written as “gq.” 

The Romans used the letter “c” to rep- 
resent the ordinary “k” sound and used “q” 
as we do, in combination with “u.” Pre- 
sumably they sounded it about as we do 
in such words as “quiz” and “queen.” 

The two “k’s” survived in the Semitic al- 


‘phabets, including the Arabic. There are a 


couple of dozen Arab place names in the 
gazetteer in which “q” is not followed by 

“yu.” The reason is that these names in 
Arabic are spelled with the “k” which be- 
came “q” in our alphabet. 

The people who first transliterated these 
names thought that the “q” was more ap- 
propriate than “k.” Hence Qattara, Iraq, 
Qavzin and the rest. In all these words, the 
“q” is sounded like “k." 

That's all there is to it.

There cannot be any misunderstanding about the 
President’s interpretation of the document framed 
at sea in the summer of 1941 by himself and Winston 
Churchill. But there has arisen an unfortunate be- 
lief that Mr. Churchill’s interpretation differs from 


the President’s. . 
In September, 1941, shortly after the Atlantic 
Charter was signed, the Prime’ Minister told the 
House of Commons that it did not “qualify in any 
way” the various statements of policy about India, 
Burma or any other parts of the British Empire. 
Mr. Churchill said it was his understanding that the 
Atlanti¢ Charter applied ‘primarily to countries un- 
der Nazi domination. This excludes not only India, 
but Burma, Malaya, the Dutch East Indies, much of 
China and, in fact, all the countries of the Pacific. 
There was considerable murmuring about this 
statement at the time and, as Mr. Willkie found on 
his trip to Chungking, there is more than a murmur 
now. However reassuring it may be for the Presi- 
dent to state explicitly that the Atlantic Charter is 
of universal application, he speaks only for himself 
and not for Mr. Churchill. 


Oriental allies closer to us and to offer hope to the 
millions who are already under Japanese domina- 
tion, for it to be made unmistakably clear that the 
high aims of the Atlantic Charter are not designed 
solely for one part of humanity but for all. If the 
idea gains currency in the Orient that the United 
States antl Britain are interested in Anglo-American 
supremacy, we are playing directly into the hands of 
the Japanese propagandists.

Third. They respect the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government under which they 

- will live; and they wish to see sovereign rights 
and self-government restored to those who have 
been forcibly deprived of them; 

Fourth. They will endeavor, with due respect 
for their existing obligations, to further the en- 
joyment by all states, great or small, victor or 
vanquished, of access, on equal terms, to the 
trade and to the raw materials of the world 
which are needed for their economic prosperity; 

Fifth. They desire to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations in the economic 
field with the object of securing, for all, im- 
proved labor standards, economic advancement 
and social security; 

Sicth. After the final destruction of the Nazi 
tyranny, they hope to see established a peace 
which will afford to all nations the means of 
dwefling in safety within their own boundaries, 
and which will afford assurance that all the men 
in all the lands may live out their lives in free- 
dom from fear and want; 

Seventh. Such a peace should enable all men 
to traverse the high seas and oceans without 
hindrance; 

Highth. They believe that all of the nations of 
the world, for realistic as well as spiritual 
reasons, must come to the abandonment of the 
use of force. Since no future peace can be 
maintained if land, sea or air armaments con- 
tinue to be employed by nations which threaten,

ESS than two years ago, most of Mis-

Missouri has notoriously weak Legisla- 
tures and Missouri asked for them. Taking 
the average pay over an average session, 
Missouri probably offers the least of any 
of the 48 states. And we get what we pay 
for. 

Better pay can’t automatically give us a 
good Legislature, but it can help. In fact, 
it is one necessary step, if we are to have 
any real, permanent improvement. Most 
good men simply won’t make the sacrifice 
in time and money. 

Proposition 3 on the constitutional ballot 
would raise the pay of the legislators to 
$125 a month the year round. It is more 
than about half of the present legislators 
are worth; but it is considerably less than 
good legislators are worth. 

The State will have to offer the salary 
before it can get the men, A few outstand— 
ing men in the present Legislature are 
worth far more than $125 a month to the 


State.

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MYSTERY OF THE MISSING “U.” 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

N article published in the Tribune 

called attention to the fact that the 
Qattara Depression, at the edge of which 
the British and Germans are fighting, pro- 
vides a curiosity in English spelling. Here 
is a word in which “q” is not followed by 
“u." A’ reader asks how come. 

The answer is to be found in the diction- 
ary. It seems that the Semitic alphabets 
have two symbols for the “k” sound. Orig- 
inally, in all probability, the sounds rep- 
resented by the two letters were distinguish- 
able; it is supposed that one of them had 
a guttural quality and the other didn’t, 

At any rate, when the Eastern Greeks 
borrowed their alphabet from the Phoeni- 
cians, they took one of the “k’s,” which 
became the Greek kappa, and found no use 
for the other one. The Western Greek al- 
phabet borrowed the “k” and that was bor- 
rowed by the Romans and written as “q.” 

The Romans used the letter “c” to rep- 
resent the ordinary “k” sound and used “q” 
as we do, in combination with “u.” Pre- 
sumably they sounded it about as we do 
in such words as “quiz” and “queen.” 

The two “k’s” survived in the Semitic al- 


_phabets, including the Arabic. There are a 


couple of dozen Arab Place names in the 
gazetteer in which “q” is not followed by 
“u." The reason is that these names in 
Arabic are spelled with the “k” which be- 
came “q” in our alphabet. 

The people who first transliterated these 
names thought that the “q” was more ap- 
propriate than “k.” Hence Qattara, Iraq, 
Qavzin and the rest. In all these words, the 

" is sounded like “k.”

HORTA OF DOCTOR 
CALLED VITAL PROBLEM 


Charles P. Taft Says Army 
Must Work Out System to 
Slow Up on Drain. 


An indication that Federa) 
health officials are concerned 
about the rate at which the armed 
services are taking doctors from 
American communities was given 
to an American Public Health As- 
sociation meeting today at Munic- 
ipal Auditorium by Charles P. 
Taft, assistant director of Defense 
Health and Welfare Services. | 

“We are approaching the point,” 
he asserted, “where the Army will 
have to work out a system under 
which their tables of organization 
will not actually be filled until 
their units approach the front-line 
action that requires that number 


of doctors. For the armed services 
cannot themselves afford the seri- 
ous depletion of man power in 
production and of morale on the 
home front’ created inevitably by 
the lack of at least minimum med- 
ical services. 

“We cannot afford another 1918 
flu epidemic, or anything like it.” 

Suregon General Thomas Parran 
of the United States Public Health 
Service told reporters there. has 
been no ‘epidemic yet in this coun- 
try, He ascribed the freedom from 
disease in overcrowded war pro- 
duction centers to the fact that 
the influx was mainly of young, 
healthy persons, He added that 
he had been receiving one or two 
complaints daily of inadequate 
medical service, mostly in rural 
areas, 


Dr. Wilton G. Halverson, Los 
Angeles County health officer, said 
the first responsibility of a public 
health department is to the war 
effort. 


It was with this thought in 
mind, he gaid, that in the ‘last 
year the Los Angeles County de- 
partment has set up an industrial 
hygiene section, emphasized a nu- 
tritional program, extended its ve- 
nereal disease control program 
and co-operated with the Office 
of Civilian Defense in the setting 
up of emergency medical services. 

Dr, Alfred M. Burgdorf, health 
officer at Hartford, Conn.,- which 
has boomed from 167,000 to 200,000 
population, said emphasis was 
needed on immunization programs 
in growing war centers, since it 
is known that a large number of 
migrants are from rural areas 
lacking in good preventive pro- 
grams. 

Dr. Kenneth F. Maxcy of Johns 
Hopkins University said that at 
present there is insufficient evi- 
dence to justify the belief that 
water is a medium of any prac- 
tical importance in spread of in- 
fantile paralysis. He said labora- 
tory studies indicated the disease 
might spread through the water 
supply, but added that the evidence 
found was consistent with other 
theories of transmission, It is still 
hig belief, Dr. Maxcy reported, that 
the disease ig contracted through 
the respiratory system. 

At a symposium on nutritive 
values of dehydrated fruits and 
vegetables, three workers of the 
New York State Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station reported that 
vitamins A and C are retained 
better in vegetables if the enzymes 
of the vegetables are inactivated 
either by drying at a sufficiently 
high temperature or by precooking. 

Two Cornell University profes- 
sors, working in collaboration with 
experimenters at the station, re- 
ported that dehydrated cabbage, 
potatoes, beets and rutabagas re- 
tained thiamin best when.steamed, 
but that the cabbage and ruta- 
bagas were rendered unpalatable 
in the process, 

Dr. Thomas Parran, surgeon 
general of the United States Public 
Health Service, the other speaker 
at last night’s session, pictured 
public health programs as “the 
leading spearhead of international 
co-operation—the agreement point” 
—— which other action might pro- 
ceed, 


He said that Brazil, with the aid| 


of,the Rockefeller Foundation, has 
far surpassed the United States in 
the work of eliminating malaria 
and yellow fever. 

“We must recognize,” he conclud- 
ed, “that solid Pan-Americanism 
cannot be built on a . one-way 
track. Latin America has much 
to give us economically, intellectu- 
ally and scientifically, particularly

LONDON, Oct. 27 (Tuesday).— 
Sunday morning I visited the 
American Red Cross Washington 
Club for our enlisted personnel. 
They must find this a pleasant 
place, for it was crowded. A group 
of service men stationed in omnear 
London serve as a kind of advisory 
house committee. 

In the big lounge room down- 
stairs was a boy playing the piano, 
and many boys sitting around talk- 
ing, lounging, reading papers. Some 
of the boys appeared lonely, but 
most of them looked happy and in- 
terested in their surroundings. 
Boys were in the snackbar; boys 
were upstars in the library; boys 
were checking in or out of their 
rooms; and downstairs games of 
various kinds were going on in a 
room where a mural painted by 
an Army artist enlivened one wall. 
‘We went into the cafeteria 
where a number of service men 
had gathered. As I walked by, one 
of the boys asked: “How’s Pough- 
keepsie?” and it turned out that 
Poughkeepsie was his home. There 
were a number of boys from the 
South—Texas, Georgia, Louisiana 
—and for them the weather must 
be. trying, indeed, for over here peo- 
ple do not keep their houses as 
warm as we do at home, and this 
year they are even a little more 
careful than usual about ysing 
fuel, It rains a great deal here 
and if one has never worn wool 
socks and warm clothes before, 
they will be needed these autumn 
days. | 

Meets Americans in R. A. F. 

One boy asked me if I had seen 
a girl he knew since her marriage. 
Another group told me.they want- 
ed to have a photograph taken with 
me. Some, in R. A. F. uniform, 
said they would soon be in their 
own U. 8S.

Then the internment camps 
were filled with Christians. 

“Hitler is out to destroy Chris- 
tianity. Nazi leaders are definitely 
working for this goal and he fully 
acquiesces. 

“He believes in a’ pantheistic- 
super-human force which he calls 
God. To his mind the German race 
is the highest expression of this 
force. 

“He gave an exhibition of his 
paganism when he delivered his 
eulogy at the funeral of Hinden- 
burg. Hitler invited the spirit of 
the soldier-president to enter Val- 
halla. Well, Valhalla hardly fits 
in with the Christian conception 
of the hereafter.” 

‘Again the doctor broke into 
laughter. I wish the Fuehrer could 
have heard it. 

Then arose the question of 
whether the Nazi all-highest must 
be removed from the picture in 
one way or another as soon as 
Germany has surrendered. 

“I think so,” said the Arch- 
bishop.

require no cream, they can 
get along with a minimum of 
sugar, too. And everybody who 
likes apple pie, America’s favorite 
dessert, is sure to like apple 
dumplings, which are really just 
differently shaped individual apple 
pies, just as well if not a little 
better. Serve them hot, warm, or 
cold, according to family prefer- 
ence. And remember that a nice, 
tidy apple dumpling can go to* 
work or to school in a lunch box 
much more conveniently than a 
piece of apple pie. 


Apple Dumplings. 

Plain pastry, six good-sized Jon- 
athan apples, two and two-thirds 
tablespoons sugar, four teaspoons 
butter, one-fourth cup water, one 
cup corn syrup, one teaspoon 
grated orange rind, one and one- 
half lemon juice, salt. 

Make pas from one and three- 
fourths cups sifted all-purpose flour, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup lard, and about five table- 
spoons ice water, or just enough 
to make a dough that will hold to- 
gether when pressed between the 
hands. Divide it in two parts and 
roll each to a sheet a little less 
than one-eighth inch thick, keeping 
it dectangular in shape and about 
7x14 inches in size. Cut two dia- 
monds about seven inches long 
from each sheet, and gash a de- 


A PPLE dumplings served with 


sign in the center of each dia- 
mond. 

Peel and core apples, and cut 
four of them almost to the base in 
quarters or eighths, leaving them 
connected at the base. Place one 
of these apples in each diamond of 
pastry. Chop one of the remaining 
apples and stuff about a quarter 
into the core of each apple; then 
sift two teaspoons of sugar over 
each one, dot it with one teaspoon 
of butter, and fold the dough neat- 
ly. over the apple,-moistening the 
edges and sealing by pressing them 
firmly together. 

Turn upside down in a buttered 
baking pan, and bake in a hot 
oven (450 degrees F.) for 15 min- 
utes, or until pastry is golden 
brown. Then reduce heat to 300 
degrees (slow) and bake 30 to 40 
minutes longer, until apples are 
tender. 

Serve with a sauce made as fol- 
lows: Chop the remaining apple, 
put into a saucepan with the water, 
cover closely, and cook until nearly 
tender; then add the corn syrup 
and orange rind, and continue 
cooking about five minutes longer, 
or until apple is soft. Add lemon 
juice and a dash of salt. Serve hot 
or cold with hot, warm, or cold 
apple dumplings. Four servings.

Youthful Figure at 40

N keeping the figure at 40, don’t 
forget the importance of young 
lines of the bosom. 

“But how can I change my bust 
at my age?” you may ask. Well, 
you can’t, except by losing or gain- 
ing weight. But you can do won- 
ders with an uplift brassiere, and 
such a garment may require little 
or no precious elastic. 

The bust of the woman of 40 
is often of the soft and sagging 
type and exercises will do little 
or no good, Exercises of the chest 
muscles and standing straight may 


help raise the chest but will not 


change the bust itself, which is 
gland tissue. 

This sagging bust is not harmed 
by wearing a well-fitting uplift 
garment, and the appearance is 
greatly improved by the high 
young lines produced. Physicians 
often recommend such garments. 

If the bust line is too expansive 
then a weight loss is usually indi- 
cated. Such a loss of poundage 
will cause a reduction in the bust 
measurement as fat is lost from 
the tissues in and around the bust. 


In being young at 40, we can’t 
skip consideration of wrinkles. 
Wrinkles come to some women 
earlier in life than they do to 
others. They are due to gradual 
shrinking of the tissues under the 
skin; this tissue in young life sup- 
ports the skin and gives that 
roundness to the face. When this 
fat disappears, the skin puckers 
up. The facial expressions that 
pull this loose skin into certain pet 
expressions, ‘such as frowning, 
grimacing, squinting from poor 
vision or bright light, cause lines 
to appear, ek, 

To prevent or minimize this con- 
dition, don’t lose weight suddenly, 
as this doesn’t give the skin time 
to adjust itself to a smaller 
amount of fat tissue beneath. 

Stimulating the skin by soap and 
water: washing helps “tighten” it 
and prevent relaxation. Creams 
are useful for softening the skin 
that is dry and rough from insuf- 
ficient natural oil, but they won't 
remove wrinkles. Very badly 
wrinkled and sagging skins may 
be made to look years younger by 
means of plastic surgery.

We in North America were very 
complacent about Switzerland until 
it was noticed we had quite a 
large goiter region of our own. It 
extended from the Great Lakes 
country west along the northern 
border of the United States and 
the southern border of Canada. 


Like Switzerland, the surface soil . 


of this region was laid down by 
the old glacier jce-cap. 

The Great Lakes themselves are 
merely glacier lakes. The glacial 
soil spread over and covered all the 
soil laid down originally as ocean 
bottom; ocean bottom land is rich 
in iodine from the dead kelp and 
algae that absorbed so much io- 
dine from the ocean water when 
they were alive. P 

This top glacial soil gives no 
fodine to the vegetables that grow 
in it, to milk, to the sources of 
drinking water.

THE RELATION OF iodine to 
goiter is very close. The body needs 
a small but constant amount of 
iodine for its functions. All of this 
iodine goes first to the thyroid 
gland, and enters into its secretion 
in a definite amount, If iodine is 
diminished in drinking water and 
food, the gland increases the num- 
ber of its cells in order to extract 


as much as possible from the blood ’ 


as its flows past. More cells means 
enlarged thyroid, which is what 
goiter is. 

Well, it would seem normal and 
natural that this could be helped 
by adding iodine to the food in 
goiter regions. The procedure was 
tried and it worked. Adding just 
@ little iodized salt to the food of 
school children cut down the goiter 
incidence to almost zero. 

Twenty years ago this cam- 
paign was started. Then people 
began to forget. A goiterless gen- 
eration grew up. Authorities be- 
came lax. All of a sudden a year 
or two ago, public health officials 
woke to find that goiter was on the 
increase again: the rate rose in 
Michigan from 3.2 in 1937 to 46 
in 1938 per 100,000 population.

SO THE IODIZED salt campaign 
is on again. It only takes a little. 
The salt used is sodium iodide, 
which can hardly be distinguished 
from table salt. Three grains a 
day for 10 consecutive days in the 
spring and fall are enough. Do 
not try to take any more.
